MOST VICIOUS 
SOLITARY 


CONVICT IN 
CELL FOR LIFE 
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St. Louis Negro Who in Four Years Has 
Wounded Several Comrades, Invites Consign- 
ment to Darkest Place by Stabbing Men.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 6.— 
Charles Jinks, 99-year convict in th 
Penitentiary, must spend the rest of his 
life in solitary confinement in a dark 
cell in the “Old Hall,”’ one of the mos. 
forbididng of the Penitentiary cell build- 
ings. 

According to an order issued today by 
Warden Hall, Jinks is never to be taker 
from the cell, except twice each week 
for a few minutes exercise, until he 

ies. 

The decision as ‘to perpetual solitary 
confinement for Jinks, the first of its 
kind in many years in Missouri, wa: 
reached by the Warden after a month's 
th .ught. 

Jinks is a negro, and is known as th: 
“meanest prisoner.’’ He has been.there 
since 1908, when he was given a life sen- 
tence for murder in 8t. Louis. In th 
four years of his convict life, Jinks has 
badly injured five other convicts. Nov. 
6 he obtained possession of a knife and 


slashed two convicts. For weeks it was 
thought one would die, but Prison Phy- 
sician Chastain says both will recover. 

Every punishment inflicted in the 
prison has been used on Jinks, but none 
has broken his fighting- spirit. He has 
been flogged several times in the four 
years, and sent back to work. When 
flogging fails to correct a man, the 
prison officers have left only one pun- 
ishment. That is solitary confinement. 

“*Yes,’’ said Warden Hall today, “‘it is 
cruel to place a man in a narrow cell 
for his entire life, but there is nothing 
else to do with this convict. If I per- 
mit him to go back to work and mingle 
with the other convicts, it will be only 
a question of time until he will make 
an attack on someone. I have conclud- 
ed it is better to place him in solitary 
confinement, notwithstanding its hor- 
rors, than to permit such a convict to 
be among the others, as he is a constant 
danger to every man with whom he 
comes in contact.”’

clearing-house certificates received $500,- 
000. 

Its resources and liabilities each to- 
taled $5,522,142. The bank was estab- 
lished in 1859. 


President Makes Statement. 


Andrew W. Herron, _prealdent of the 
bank, said: , 

“The directors of the Fort Pitt Bank, 
the bank examiner and myself are con- 
vinced that the depositors will be paid 
in full. ‘:ois action was precipitated by 
certain occurrences of yesterday that I 
will go into later and was taken for the 
protection of the stockholders. The di- 
rectors will meet later, when a state- 
ment will be issued.”’ 


Confidence Is Felt. 

No fear is felt in financial circles that 
the closing of the Fort Pitt Bank will 
precipitate any trouble among the other 
banking houses. There was no indica- 
tion of any runs on any other bank 
following the closing of the Fort Pitt. 

The call of Comptroller Ridgely for 
statements showed that national banks 
of Pittsburg have 22 per cent reserve 
fund, which is not considered a bad 
showing.

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 6.—One of the 
three small banks in the suburbs of 
Kansas City, affillated with the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce that closed 
yesterday—the First State of Argen- 
tine, Kan -—-reopened for business to- 
day. The bank has deposits of a 
quarter of a million dollars and W. 
Middlekauff, its cashier, says it is in 
a perfectly safe condition. 

The first State Bank of Argentine 
should not be confused with the Ar- 
gentine State Bank. The Argentine 
State Bank did not close its doors and 
was conducting its business this 
morning in the usual manner with no 
indications of a run.

Miss Elizabeth Marbury, the play 
broker, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
tnat the fact that the actress’ fortune 
was impaired by the failure of the trust 
company was the enly reason she could 
assign for the suicide, unless Miss 
Lloodgoed shot herself while under the 
influence of headache powders she some- 
times took for neuralgia.

BRYAN SAYS H 
HAS FORGIVEN 
ALL DEMOCRATS 


Tells Chicagoans He Would 
Have Cabinet Which Would 
Help Party. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6—Addressing rep- 
resentatives of all factions of the Chi- 
cago Democracy at a luncheon in his 
honor at the Iroqtiois Club today, W. J. 
Bryan pleaded for harmony in the ranks 
of the Democrats, not only in Illinois, 
but alse in the whole nation. Thomas 
Taggart, chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, who met the 
Bryan train, was among the guests at 
the luncheon. 

“If I am elected President,” said Mr. 
Bryan, “I shall put such men in office 
as will promote the growth of the Demo- 
cratic party, a growth seriously needed 
by the nation, but I shall first con- 
sider the welfare of the country. 

Forgtives Opponents. 

“I should forgive those who voted 
and worked against me in former cam- 
paigns. I have forgiven them. Some of 
them voted for the Republican ticket 
because they thought they were doing 
right; others because they were co- 
erced, These I pity.” 

Mr. Bryan arrived shortly before noon 
ind announced that he approved three 
of the principal ideas expressed in Pres'- 
dent Roosevelt's message. 

First, he is heartily in accord, he 
said, with the plan to have the nation 
pay campaign receipts and to conipel 
the candidates to give a strict account- 
ing of their expenditures. *

The plot was founded upon complica- 
tigns developed by her imnocent and 
well-meaning efforts to straighten out 
the marital troubles of her dear friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Lindon, which led 
to her husband suspecting her ef be- 
ing in love with Lindon.

JUDGE RULES 
NAUGHTON MAY 
REFUSE ANSWER 


Sager Will Try Again to Make 
Assistant.House Clerk 
Talk. 


———— << 


Judge Fisher decided Friday that: the 
Circuit Court could not compel Daniel 
E. Naughton, assistant clerk of the 
House of Delegates, to tell the grand 
jury how he came ifito possession of 
the five $100 bills alleged to have been 
paid by Henry Ascher to Fred W. 
Priesmeyer, at the direction ‘of Ferd 
Warner, to procure the passage of @ 
garage bill by the House of Delegates. 
Judge Muench had twice previously de- 
cided that Naughton could not be forced 
to answer the questions. 

Judge Fisher delivered an oral opinion 
in the case. Naughton was again sub- 
penaed to appear before the grand jury 
at 2p. m. and Circuit Attorney Sager 
will try for a fourth time to make him 
talk. The questions which Judge Fisher 
passed upon were practically the same 
as those asked Naughton by the Oc- 
tober grand jury. 

“Although Warner and Priesmeyer 
have been indicted by the grand jury, 
that body has a perfect right to inquire 
whether anyone else was connected with 
the alleged bribery,” satd Judge Fisher, 
when Naughton was before him. ‘To 
find this out it is necessary to deter- 
mine the course the money took after | 
it left Priesmeyer’s hands until it’ 
reached Sam Weisman. 

Conatitution Protection. 

“The grand jury reports that before 
a previous grand jury Naughton dis- 
claimed any knowledge of a bribery 
transaction. The constitution protects 
a witness from giving testimony 
against himself, or from giving any 
name, fact or circumstance that might | 
put the grand jury on the track of 
evidence that would lead to his own in- 
dictment. 

“The witness is not a member of the 
House of Delegates and could not be 
bribed, nor couiu he be a party or ac- 
cessory to being bribed. If this money 
had been paid as a bribe and had come 
into his hands, it was no offense for 
him to accept it and retain it, even if 
he knew it had been used for bribery. 
The only way that he could be im- 
plicated is that he was connected with 
persons seeking to influence the House 
of Delegates by bribery, or that he had 
some part in an act of bribing.’ It is 
clear that he could not have acted in 
that capacity.”’ 

Judge Fisher stated that the only 
point in the case was whether Naugh- 
ton was connected with the procure- 
ment of a bribe. Judge Fisher then 
ruled that Naughton would not be 
compelled to answer, stating that he 
might appear as a witness in the trial 
of the case in which the question of 


whether he would be required to an-}‘ 


swer would come up again.

Counselor Delivers Opinion to 
Mayor Wells Defining 


Powers, 


City Counselor Bates delivered to

THREE ARE HELD, 
WOMAN FREED, IN 
TRIPLE MURDER 


Suspects Accused of Plot to 
Kill Await Jury’s 
Action. 





(By Long-Distance Telephone to the 


Post-Dispatch.) 

PINE BLUFF, Ark., Dec. 6.—Mrs. Sue 
McCartney, Ed Richards and Jesse 
Strahan were released without bond to- 
day by Judge England, who has been 
hearing at Rison, near here, the habeas 
corpus proceedings of the six persons 
arrested after the recent triple assas- 
sination at Clio. They will remain free 
Cleveland County Grand 


Jury, which meets at Rison Monday, 
finds evidence against them. 

Judge England held S. B. McCartney, 
husband of the woman released, and 
J. J. Prince, both under $3000 bond, and 
W. C. Cotton under $5000 bond for the 
grand jury. 

Attorney Davis Nixon, for the prose- 
cution, protested against making any 
of the bonds lower than $5000, and urged 
that all be made $10,000. Nixon said 
the men might as well be freed out- 
right as to be held under less than a 
$5000 bond. 

Court Takes Initiative. 

Strahan’s release was asked by the 
prosecution, who said the State had not 
sufficient evidence to warrant holding 
him. The other two releases were made 
on the Court’s initiative. 

An order of Judge John M. Elliott of 
the Court of Chancery in Little Rock 
received today at the office of the Bluff 
City Lumber Co. in Pine Bluff declares 
that arms and amunition were imported 
by wholesale into the Clio camp in the 
week before the triple murder, and that 
130 or more men were called in from 
the weods in the expectation of a bat- 
tle.

Rluff City Lumber ©o.’s plant at Clio, 
which he closed immediately after the 
tregedy of Nov. 2. It is addressed to 
the receivers of the plant—John F. 
Rutherford, chairman of the Democrat- 
ic State Committee, and J. B. York. 
They had petitioned to be allowed to re- 
open the plant, stating that the com- 
rany was losing money and its em- 
picyes were suffering hardships.

Judge Visited CHo Camp, 


The Judge states that his decision is 
ihe result of a personal visit to the Clio 
camp, made since the tragedy. He 
speaks of C. L. Bush, whose body is 
supposed to have been burned in a fur- 
nace, as “‘now deceased,’’ indicating that 
he does not accept the suggestion, made 
In the defense of .the. alleged slayers, 
that Bush was not killed. 

“It appears,” Judge Elliott writes, 
“that Nov. 20 8. B. McCartney, super- 
intendent of the mill at Clio, had a per- 
fonal difference with Tom Godfrey and 
C. L. Bush, now deceased, as a result 
otf which he caused them to be arrested 
and placed under bond en a charge of 
assault with intent to kill. 

“Nov. 22, 1500 shells, loaded with shot, 
packed in three boxes of 500 shells each, 
were ordered from the J. F. Lloyd Co. 
of Little. Rock, to. be shipped to the 
commissary of the Bluff City Lumber 
Co. at Clio, the order being given by C, 
L. Browning, one of your employes, on a 
requisition from J. N. McFadden, ‘who 
was in charge of the commissary, and 
also in your employ. 

“Certainly Not Lawful Purpose.’ 

“On the same day said shells were 
shipped, a crowd of your employes, and 
of the employes of the Grant Lumber 
Co,, numbering between 130 and 180 men, 
came from the woods in Cleveland and 
Grant counties to Clio on the train of 
the Bluff City Lumber Co., their coming 
being caused’ by an order sent to them 
on the previous night by the said 8. B. 
McCartney. The presence of these men 
in Clio at that time certainly was not for 
a lawful purpose. 

“They remained there all day Friday 
ond most of them through Saturday, but 
how many men remained until Monday, 
Nov. 25, the day of the killing, I am not 
advised. Saturday, Nor. 28, a quantity 
wt firearms was ordered from the Voss- 
Nichol Co. of Pine Bluff and sent: by 
messengers to Clio.”’ 

Judge Eliiott then relates the circum- 
stances of the shooting of Godfrey, Bush 
and their chance companion, the singing 
teacher, McEwen, as they stepped from 
a train at Clio the afternoon of Nov. 
£5. 

Shots Came From Office. 

“Most, if not all, the shots,” says 
Judge Elliott, “came from the office of 
the Grant Lumber Co., which adjoins 
the building of the Bluff City Lumber 
Co. 

“This conduct on the part of those in 
charge of your business at Clio cannot 
be tolerated by the Court. I therefore 
reaffirm my order of several days ago, 
shutting down the mill at Clio and dis- 
charging from your service every em- 
ploye, both at the plant and in the 
woods.”

TERMINAL DOESN'T 
LOSE ON TOLL CUT 


Railroads, Expert Perkins Says, 
Pay Arbitrary to Bridge 
Association. 
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SHIPPER RELIEVED 





Agitation for New Bridge Given 
Credit for Recent Freight 
Concessions. 





Agitation for a free bri.ge has been 
helpful to the Municipal Terminals 
Commission in its efforts to have the 
railroads reduce or remove excessive 
charges on traffic between St. . Louis 
and East St. Louis, according to Al- 
bert T. Perkins, expert adviser to the 
commission. The popular demand for a 
reform in rates was one of the prods, 
Mr. Perkins said, which the commis- 
sion hau used in urging the Terminal 
Railroad Association to abolish the ar- 
bitraries. 

Mr. Perkins made 
fanswer to a question put to him by 
Councilman Crunden during the hear- 
ing before a special Council commit- 
tee which is reviewing the work of the 
Terminal Commission. 

Objects to Trades. 

Arthur B. Barrett said that while he 
was mindful of the commission’s work, 
he was opposed to secret sessions or 
any tacit or formal agreements between 
the railroads dnd the commission as to 
the granting of franchises in return for 
rate concessions. 

Mr. Perkins denied that there was 
any understanding that the Terminal 
Association or the roads in it were to 
get any favors. ° 

The expenses of the commission and 
the salary of Mr. Perkins were made 
the subject of inquiries by Councilmen 
Lesser and Crunden, Mr. Perkins said 
he considered his salary of $10,000 a 
year a just and reasonable compensa- 
tion. Councilman Lesser asked Mr. Per- 
kins whether he had not advocated a 
railroad bridge at Poplar street. He 
said he had, but had not drawn the 
plans. Robert Moore was their author, 
he said, and had received $9000 for them 
and some drafting on which he had 
been engaged. 

Company Loses Nothing. 

It transpired at the hearing that the 
Terminal Association is losing noth- 
ing as a consequence of the reduction 
or abolition of charges on traffic .cross- 
ing Eads wridge or the Merchants’ 
Bridge. The association still gathers its 
regular tolls, but makes the railroads 
pay them insteau of assessing them 
against the shipper or \ receiver ‘of 
freight. The railroads absorb the ar- 
bitraries and stand the loss. 

The reduction of charges on coal be- 
tween Wast St. Louis and St. Louis 
were the only exceptions, it appeared. 
This decrease of 10 ‘cents a -ton was 
made and borne by the Terminal Asso- 
ciation.

Railroads, Expert Perkins Says, 
Pay Arbitrary to Bridge 
Association. 





SHIPPER IS RELIEVED 


Agitation for New Bridge Given 
Credit for Recent Freight 


Concessions. 








Agitation for a free bri.ge has been 
helpful to the Municipal Terminals 
Commission in its efforts to have the 
railroads reduce or remove excessive 
charges on traffic between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis, according to Al- 
bert T. Perkins, expert adviser to the 
commission. ‘The popular demand for a 
reform in rates was one of the prods, 
Mr. Perkins said, which the commis- 
sion hau- used in urging the Terminal 
Railroad Association to abolish the ar- 
bitrarites. 

Mr. Perkins made the statement in 
fanswer to a question put to him by 
Councilman Crunden during the hear- 
ing before a special Council commit- 
tee which is reviewing the work of the 
Terminal Commission. 

Objects to Trades. 

Arthur B. Barrett said that while he 
was mindful of the commission’s work, 
he was opposed to secret sessions or 
any tacit or formal agreements between 
the railroads and the commission as to 
the granting of franchises in return for 
rate concessions. 

Mr. Perkins denied that there was 
any understanding that the Terminal 
Association or the roads in it were to 
get any favors. - 

The expenses of the commission and 
the salary of Mr. Perkins were made 
the subject of inquiries by Councilmen 
Lesser and Crunden. Mr. Perkins said 
he considered his salary of $10,000 a 
year a just and reasonable compensa- 
tion. Councilman.Lesser asked Mr. Per- 
kins whether he had not advocated a 
railroad bridge at Poplar street. He 
said he had, but had not drawn the 
plans. Robert Moore was their author, 
he said, and had received $9000 for them 
and some drafting on which he had 
been engaged. 

Company Loses Nothing. 

It transpired at the hearing that the 
Terminal Association is losing noth- 
ing as a consequence of the reduction 
or abolition of charges on traffic .cross- 
ing Eads ridge or the Merchants’ 
Bridge. The association still gathers its 
regular tolls, but makes the railroads 
pay them insteau of assessing them 
against the shipper or \ receiver of 
freight. The railroads absorb the ar- 
bitraries and stand the loss. 

The reduction of chafges on coal be- 
tween Kast St. Louis and St. Louis 
were the only exceptions, it appeared. 
This decrease of 10 ‘cents ‘a ‘ton was 
made and borne by the Terminal Asso- 
ciation.
